UNION DUES FHOM SOLDIERS 

LDon~ Schncter, business manager of the 
Meat and Cannery Workers union, scents a 
"smear against union labor" when the presi- 
dent of the New Jersey Farm bureau dl.s- 
closes that soldiers, who were furloughed to 
■work In canneries In an emergency, were re- 
quired to pay union dues. 

We think Mr. Schnctcr is unduly acnss- 
tlve. Mr. Voorhces did say, when he describ- 
ed tho Incident, that he was "shocked be- 
yond words," Ho Is not the only one who leela 
that way about such a situation. 

Mr. Schactcr, on behalf oI the union, does 
not deny that the soldiers, who went into the 
cannery because manpower was so short that 
huge quantities of tomatoes were ready to 
spol).- were required to pay unfon 'atiefl In 
order to help save vital food. v 

On the contrary, he gives details. Tho 
canneries' were operating under a closed shop 
QBreement, ho cays, and therefore nobody 
could work In them without paying union 
dues. The soldiers didn't have to work there. 
Thoy could have gone on soldiering at Fort 
DIx and let the tomatoes rot. 

What happened there has happened In at 
least several Instances elsewhere. Emerg- 
encies have arisen In which too scarce food- 
3t\ilfs would have spoiled -for lack ol help 
to harvest and handle and Process them, 
ThtTarmy has given furloughs] to those who 
volunteered to help. The men' continued to 
receive their army pay, and were permit- 
ted to receive -also tho wages for the work 
• they did. 

Under army regmatlons, soldiers In uni- 
form are not permitted to compete with civil- 
ian labor. In tlmo ot war soldiers can not 
take ofl their uniforms, technically (though 
actually. In dirty work, they may do so oc- 
casionally, unofficially) . 

But theoretically they are In uniform 
when they help out ii) such emergencies, 
and therefore can not ■ "compote^"- wltlx. the 
non-existent civilian help whose absence" 
caused tho cmergenclea.-' 

If theso Port Dix HOldlera had not paid 
union duos thoy would have been, competing 
with civilians, since they paid the dues there 
was no competition."
